In all the research I did there is no other invention like mine. 
DiGenova's chair covers are formal. The use is for dining chairs usually 
in a formal dining room in the home. My disposable chair cover is for 
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folding chairs or banquet chairs used at weddings banquets and all 
types of gatherings. Hetherington's chair cover has a form fitting design 
unlike mine which fits loosely. Lindberg claims a design for furniture 
cover. This cover is for a chair that could be part of a sofa set. This has 
no resemblance to my disposable chair cover. DiGenova, Hetherington 
and Lindberghs chair covers are for long term use. My disposable chair 
cover can be thrown away after one use. DiGenova, Hetherington and 
Lindberghs chair covers are made with woven fabric. My disposable 
chair covers are made with non-woven fabric. The price per square 
yard for woven fabric could range from $1.50 and up. The price for the 
non-woven fabric per square yard is 5 cents and up. This is one of the 
reasons I am able to make it disposable.
